An Analytical Study on the Philosophical Concepts of Vaisesika Included 
in the Ayurvedic Treatments (Based on Carakasamhita, Susruta samhita, 

and Vaisesikasutra)

Both Ayurweda and Philosophy are two subject streams, which are more 
close to the worldly and spiritual lives of human beings. Their connection is 
non-separable even in the beginning of these two systems. Therefore, it is 
worthy to investigate the connection between these two systems according to 
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the cognition of seven categories and atoms, which are defined in the 
philosophy of Vaisesika and how they are applied for the treatments of 
Ayurveda. The enumeration of categories included in Vaisesika system such as; 
Dravya, Guna, Karma, Samanya, Visesa, and Samavaya have been applied for 
the descriptions in the Ayurvedic treatments. Both these systems accept that the 
substance is the main component and that others all depend under the substance. 
Vaisesika mentions of five types of Karma developed by Urdhva etc. Caraka 
and Susrta have discussed about Panca karma, Agni karma, Jata karma etc. 
According to the philosophy of Vaisesika, Samanya (General) means similarity 
of all objects and each other. For instance, the existence in combinative position 
of Substance, Attribute, and Action are depended upon their appearance of 
Samanya as well as Visesa. In Ayurvedic system, one of the fundamental 
elements is awareness of resemblance. The resemblance of the substance, 
attribute, and action is always becomes the cause of increasing healthiness. On 
the other hand, their dissimilarity is the cause of reducing healthiness itself. 
Both systems accept that the Atma is eternal. From these facts, it would appear 
that the Ayurvedic system have applied the concepts in philosophy of Vaisesika 
for the use of a practical methodological system.

Influence of Prakrit Poetries on Sanskrit Rhetoricians

India has a great tradition of literary aspects. Languages of India are 
divided into various language families and linguistic records of India begin with 
the appearance of the Brahmi Script from about the 3 rd century B.C. 

Sanskrit and Prakrit are old languages of India, spread abroad in old era. 
Almost Prakrit Grammar texts are also written in Sanskrit Language as well as, 
Almost Sanskrit Dramas are also composed with Prakrit Languages. Most of 
Indian Inscriptions are found in both Prakrit and Sanskrit Languages and written 
in variant old scripts like Brahmi, Kharoshti etc. Many of Inscriptions made by 
King Ashoka are written in Bhamhi and belong languages of Prakrit and 
Sanskrit. 

Many of Middle age rhetoricians such as Anandavardhan, Mammata, 
Vishwanatha, Rajashekar etc composed texts of Sanskrit poetics but they are 
very much influenced by Prakrit Poetries. Therefore, they had given examples 
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of Prakrit poetries. The present paper will discuss a detailed Prakrit Poetries, in 
account of Sanskrit Poetics with its own influence. 

ROCK ART IN NAGPUR DISTRICT

Nagpur ( Vidarbha) an eastern part of Maharashtra state. The rich and 
varied topography of the Vidarbha is almost unparallel anywhere else in the 
state. The geological variety of rock of rock formation played a very important 
role to attract the human settlement. This region is outside the Deccan trap area 
and falls geologically in the Gondwana formation. 

Nagpur having archaeologically evidence at every part. These 
evidence are form prehistory period up to modern. In specially, Nagpur district 
known to archaeologist for burials of megalithic people but early historical 
evidences also scattered at every part of the Nagpur district. The largest 
concentration found in the valley of Nag & Wainganga Rivers. 

The rock engraving of Ukhalgota ( Pullar ) lies in chand-suraj hill & 
Bhivkund ( Kuhi ), dist. Nagpur lays in the small heights hill rocks. Principally, 
these hillocks are red-sand stone, especially caves excavated in granite stone & 
sand stone. Mineralogical these sand stones are composed mainly of quartz and 
some mica flakes stratigraphically this sand stone belong to upper Permian to 
lower Triassic. 

In these two sites, some engraved symbols include elephant, dear, bull, 
chakra, nandipad and design wheel. Some of this symbol is those of known 
symbols associated with Buddhism. Particularly the symbols like elephant, deer, 
bull, chakra, design wheel and nandipad are noticed at many Buddhist sites. 

The simplest engravings grooves, grids could have been over a period 
of 1000 BC or even more the men of the Neolithic and the Metal Ages may 
have continued to engraved these symbols, with different motivation, and 
without knowing their original significance. 

As regards cupules, these can’t be compared with cup-marks found on 
the circle boulders and capstones of the Megalithic Burial. The long cupules 
channel at site is unique & needs detailed study in the future.

Acarya Susruta has given a detailed description of Vrana (wounds) and 
its ropana (treatment) in his treatise. Vrana are of two kinds mainly. They are - 
Sarlraja (endogenous) and Agantuja/ Sadya (accidental). Among the two, the

Sarlraja Vrana are caused by vitiation of Vata, Pitta, Kapha, Rakta and 
Sannipata and their various combinations. Agantuja Vrana are caused by injury 
from human beings, animals, birds, ferocious beasts, falling from height, 
pressing, hit, injury by fire, caustic alkali, poison, splints of wood, horns of 
animals, disc, arrow, axe, trident, mace and many others weapons. 

Here, we will focus the six kinds of agantuja vrana and their various 
methods of treatment in the light of Susruta Sarhhita. In this paper an attempt 
has been made to explore the management procedure of Agantuja Vrana in the 
Susruta Sarhhita are eminently in line with the technical abilities of the present 
times.

Gulabgita is a part of ‘Prajnachakshu’ Mahakavya composed by Prof. 
Madhusudan Penna. ‘Prajnachakshu’ is in about 850 Sanskrit verses in eleven 
cantos. Its first part comprising of 10 verses and is in about 533 is 
Gulabraomaharajcharitam and second part, the 11 th canto is in 317 verses named 
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as Gulabgita. The philosophy of scholarly saint Gulabrao Maharaj is described 
in Gulabgita. 

Basically, Indian philosophy is classified as astika and nastika. In astika 
philosophy, there are major six branches such as Nyaya, Vaisheshika, Samkhya, 
Yoga, Mimamsa, and Vedanta. In nastika philosophy, there are five major 
branches such as Jaina, Buddhist, Ajivika, Ajnana and Charvaka. 1 The Indian 
philosophies has some common concepts such as dharma, karma, samsara, 
reincarnation, dukkha, renunciation, meditation. 2 The ultimate goal of almost 
all the branches of philosophies is to achieve moksha, nirvana. There is 
diversity in the doctrines of various branches of philosophy and they disagree 
with each other. 3 Amongst the number of hindu darsanas known through 
history, six philosophical systems are popular, these are Naya, Vaisheshika, 
Sankhya, Yoga, Mimamsa and vedanta.

SOCIO-CULTURAL CONDITION IN THE RASASADANA BHANA OF 
GODAVARMA YUVARAJA OF KOTUNGALLUR

Godavarma Yuvaraja or Vidvan Ilaya Tampuran, as he was popularly 
known, of Kotungallur Royal Family was one of the most distinguished scholar 
poets of Kerala in the 19th century. Rasasadana is the only Bhana which was 
written by Godavarma. The theme of Rasasadana is the Keliyathra of 
Kotungallur Bhagavati. Among the Bhanas of Kerala it occupies a prominent 
place. Godavarma composed the Rasasadana in accordance with the directions 
of Rhetoricians like Bharata, Dhananjaya etc. As in the case of other poets' 
Bhanas, Godavarma wrote his Rasasadana on the social and cultural 
background of the 19th century Kerala. This Bhana gives an esoteric picture of 
a society in Kerala in the 19th century. The people were indulging in licentious 
pleasures and interested in sexual enjoyment. The life of loose morals led by a 
section of society consisting of the elite and the courtesans, was generally 
depicted in this play. The ' talappoli' at the Bhagavati temple of Kotungallur, 
various art forms such as Ottan tullal ,Cakyarkoottu etc., different customs and 
modes of worship prevailed at that time are realistically described in the Bhana. 
It was his staunch devotion to Kotungallur Bhagavati that prompted him to 
write the Bhana. 

The Rasasadana gives a clear picture of Godavarma as a fine poet and as 
an erudite and keen observer. His command of vocabulary, powerful 
expressions and the use of yamaka etc.,show his poetic powers. The main 
sentiment sringara is kept prominent throughout the work supported by humour. 
The work is a masterpiece and it surpasses other Bhanas. TL.

The evolution of the trinity of Gods in the perspective of the 
Vedic and Post-Vedic era

The enthusiasm to know the evolution of the trinity of the gods and the 
supersession of the Vedic gods throughout the course of time is a remarkable 
event in the history of ancient India. The notable factors to establish such 
business as a great event throughout the Vedic to Puranic literature as a tenure 
of Historical elements gathered such in a gradually developed manner and 
shaped in a prominent state of trinity of major supernatural powers indeed. The 
possible remarkable evidence could be made in such a way which reflects the 
evolution of Vedic mythology. The process of celebrating Vedic Gods to be 
personified as cultural requirements, natural exhaustive requirements and 
people's initial requirements. Another process which characterised each of the 
Gods as all in all and neither of them have not been portrayed as inferior or 
superior in rank which leads the mind of the people in a henotheistic stage. 
Among the numbers of gods like Indra and Agni occupied a major place and 
great prominence which gradually hints the dismissal of some minor deities 
from their observance as the aforesaid gods has been praised with all the 
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supreme powers. Likewise in the Brahmanic period sacrifice rose as an 
institution which supersedes all the grounds of the Vedic deities. The approach 
of the Upanisats, as we know search after the highest philosophical truth which 
initially denies the individual process of praising the deities with the approval as 
the ultimate truth is Brahman. 

In this way a modest effort has been made to evaluate such factors up to 
the Puranic era as how did the trinity of Gods Brahma Vi$nu and Siva get the 
their prominence in the later days of inscription.

Analysis of accounts of Itihasa and Akhyana in Nirukta.

As the language in the Vedas became unintelligible with the flow of time, 
a demand for re-interpretation of the Vedic Hymns arose. Yaska's Nirukta 
mentions such 7 schools of Vedic interpretation which were prevalent at that 
time. One of those schools is the School of Akyana and Itihasa. According to 
the scholars, although Yaska has mentioned both the schools (Itihasa and 
Akhyana) separately, the principle difference between them is difficult to figure 
out. Yaska has taken help of them while interpreting the stanzas from some 
Vedic hymns. This research paper is an attempt towards the analysis of the 
approach of Niruktakara towards Itihasa and Akhyana school of Vedic 
interpretation and to spell out differences between the Itihasa and Akhyana in 
Nirukta. 
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Immediate effects of Aghnihotra on perception and health issues- A pilot 

study 

Poonam sharma 

Background: As an ancient technology Aghnihotra has healing powers 
with substances burned in and also the chanting by the common minds of the 
event. It is required to give such basic knowledge to the western countries to 
avoid pollution and preserve healthy environment and the personal health. 

Methodology: Few health issues like hypothyroidism, menopause, 
cancer, stress etc., of 28 days yoga training program were interviewed after 
Aghnihotra by experts. Program was planned with a Pratyahara practice that is 
decoration and arrangement of Aghnihotra material and performed as a small 
group. The session ended with “Gayatri mantra” Japa for 108 times on an 
occasion at Rishikesh Yog Sansthan, Rishikesh, India. 

Measurements: General health was confirmed with basic vitals. The 
perception about Aghnihotra was checked only by personal interview. The 
questions related to (1) extra sensory perception between the palms with closed 
eyes, (2) sleep, (3) activities of daily living (ADL) and (4) lifestyle (ability of 
adaptation to the intense lifestyle). The questions were asked by the expert on 
the next day and recorded by a technician. The Vedic personality questionnaire 
used as an adjunct. 

Result: Wrong perception was recognised and turned to learn the 
Aghnihotra technique as beneficial for reducing the throat congestion, sinus 
irritation, insomnia, stress, head ache, mal nutrition. Participants also realized 
the location was filled with clean air by next day (environment). Participants 
felt improvement in the sleep, activities of daily living. They also want to 
follow the same activities for the rest of the life as lifestyle. 

Conclusion: Aghnihotra practice as part of the intense training (fire 
ceremony) helps to improve the sleep. Westerns agreed that Aghnihotra is not a 
ritual but the solution for environmental pollutions.
